Committee Told Elderly 
f ' "■■■’ ■ 2 :? 


More patients over 65 years 
of age are depending upon 
centralized services for health 
care rather than visits to pri¬ 
vate offices today, the AOA 
Committee on Vision Care of 
the Aging was told recently. 

The information stemmed 
from a Social Welfare session 
at the 14th annual Geronto¬ 
logical Society conference in 
Pittsburgh, attended by Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Donald C. 
Exford in November. 

The session presented view¬ 
points on “New Directions in 
Health Maintenance Services 
for Older People.” The AOA 
was represented at the Soci¬ 


ety for the first time by Dr 
Exford. 

Today’s trend is toward 
group practice and general 
clinics, he was told. However, 
specialized geriatric clinics 
are not popular with the ag¬ 
ing or with the professions. 

For optometric services, 
the older patients generally 
go to the same practictioner 
as the rest of the family. A 
geriatric specialist in vision 
is not desired, the members 
concluded. 

The economic status of 
many elder citizens is forcing 
them to out-patient clinics,

The Oregon Optometric As¬ 
sociation will aid the State 
Game Commission this month 
in screening the eyesight of 
applicants for the new “Ore- 
gan Safe Hunter” certificate 
of competency. 

The 150-member associa¬ 
tion will work with the Com¬ 
mission’s 2,380 volunteer hun¬ 
ter safety instructors on the 
program. Oregon makes the 
third state in which optome¬ 
trists and game commission 
officials have joined forces to 
measure the visual ability of 
hunters. 

Effective January 1 under 
a statute enacted by the 1961 
legislature, Oregon’s 10 to 17- 
year-old hunters must have 
earned this certificate before 
they can pursue game or 
fowl on land other than their 
own. 

The visual screening will be 
an optional, non- compulsory 
part of the Commission’s nine 
hour educational program for 
youngsters. Resulting nota¬ 
tions on the applicant’s visual 
performance will appear on 
the certificate. 

Both the Game Commis¬ 
sion’s hunter safety super¬ 
visor, Cal Giesler, and the 
OOA’s chairman of hunters’ 
vision, Robert C. Pepper of 
Oswego, face a monumental 
job, numerically at least.

From past experience, 
Giesler estimates as many as 
65,000 potential applicants 
could be waiting for their 
training course. 

The OOA doesn’t intend 
merely to evaluate the visual 
prowess of Oregon’s young 
people. Dr. Pepper has de¬ 
vised a “Hunter’s Vision Rec¬ 
ord”. The class teacher sends 
it monthly to Dr. Pepper. It 
will then be forwarded to a 
permanent research reposi¬ 
tory at Pacific University’s 
College of Optometry for stu¬ 
dy as to visual characterist¬ 
ics or deficiences common to 
various ages or sexes. 

Plan Study 

Additional plans call for 
the filing of hunting accident 
reports with Pacific, so a doc¬ 


umented study can begin to 
| establish the exact correla¬ 
tion, if any, of visual defi- 
1 ciencies with near - or long- 
range shooting accidents in 
the woods. 

After arranging a lecture 
appointment with the teacher, 
the optometrist will explain 
the importance of vision in 
the woods, including color 
perception, field of vision, 
depth vision, and how they 
relate to safe hunting. He 
then will screen each appli¬ 
cant for: (1) acuity; (2) bi- 
nocularity; (3) stereopsis, 
and (4) color vision and form 
fields. 

Various Tests 

Acuity will be tested using 
the Snellen wall chart; dis¬ 
tance skills with a telebinocu- 
lar, using Keystone DB skills 
testing cards. Fusion will be 
recorded through the 3 balls 
test; visual fields, using a 
perimeter or confrontation 
method, and recorded in the 
total fields of vision in the 
two principle meridians. Color 
vision testing will utilize 
AO-HRR pseudoischromatic 
plates or their equivalent, 
with the results showing nor¬ 
malcy or the color deficiency. 

The visual screening will 
cost the student nothing. All 
exams will be conducted in 
the regular teaching locale 
(never in an O.D.’s office), 
and no referrals will be made 
to any member of the visual 
health field.

A specially-furnished in¬ 
strument panel in the obser¬ 
vation booth permits the pi¬ 
lot-observer undergoing tests 
to view the simulated atmos¬ 
pheric conditions in the 
chamber.

Judge Frank Kingfield, in 
his opinion delivered to the 
Supreme Court on June 12, 
upheld the right of the Board 
to enforce its minimum exam¬ 
ination requirement. 

The Supreme Court sus¬ 
tained Judge Kingfield’s opin¬ 
ion and further affirmed the 
power of the Board to deter¬ 
mine what it considers to be 
a proper examination pro¬ 
cedure.

ODs Advised On Plan 
To Peddle Nutri-Bio 


Optometrists and others 
throughout the U.S. have 
been contacted in a chain- 
letter type operation to sell 
a vitamin - mineral product 
called Nutri Bio. 

Because of the promotion, 
the AOA News obtained in¬ 
formation from the Food & 
Drug Administration to shed 
some light on the subject. 

The product of Nutri Bio 
Corp. of Beverly Hills, Calif., 
it is distributed through 
door-to-door sales. Salesmen 
pyramid commissions in a 
chain-letter operation in 
which they obtain a percent¬ 
age from the sales of other 
agents they recruit. 

On Oct. 27, 1961, the FDA 
announced the seizure of 
$3,800 worth of Nutri Bio at 


Atlanta on charges arising 
from an agent’s promotion of 
the product for cancer, alco¬ 
holism, ulcers and other dis¬ 
eases. 

The FDA says Nutri Bio is 
a food supplement and no lay¬ 
man can use it safely or ef¬ 
fectively for prevention or 
treatment of any disease com¬ 
monly found in the U.S. FDA 
also contends it is impossible 
to write adequate directions 
for use in conditions for 
which the product is not ef¬ 
fective. 

Nutri Bio has essentially 
the same nutritional value as 
many other vitamin and min¬ 
eral products available in 
drug, grocery and department 
stores at reasonable prices, 
the FDA reports.

Illinois Doctor

The optometrist was con¬ 
victed in the 1959 Christmas 
Day shooting of a 52-year-old 
Carterville, Ill., woman, who 
threw rocks at Dr. Goodpas¬ 
ter’s dog. The victim was Mrs. 
Margaret Strunk. 

Dunning, an employee on 
Goodpaster’s ranch, claims he 
was given $50 cash and a de¬ 
partment store money order 
for $60 by the state’s attor¬ 
ney in the month preceding 
the optometrist’s trial. 

Dr. Goodpaster is a brother 
or a former White House 
Staff secretary, Brig. Gen. 
Andrew J. Goodpaster, who 
was national security advisor 
during the Eisenhower ad¬ 
ministration.
